TWO MEN RUN AMUCK 
IN STREETS OF JESUP 


South Georgia Town Scene of 
Wild West Hold-Ups on 
Saturday Night. 


Jesup, Ga., June 8.—(Special.)—The 
streets of Jesup were the scene of a 
wild west hold-up late last night when 
two local men with bad reputations 
ran amuck witha revolver anda walk- 
ing stick. 

The men, Sol Williams, of Appling 
county, and Jake Williams, of this 
county, who are ccusins, started down 
West Broad street, declaring, it is said, 
their intention of shooting up the 
town. After breaking the stick over 
the heads of passersby and holding up 
they were arrested and lodged 
the city jail. 

Both the men have a reputation of 
desperate cheracters and gun- 
men. When they arrived in town yes- 
terday they proceeded to get drunk 
and then decided to take the town. 
Starting on West Broad, they went 
down the street cursing and striking 
people over the heads with the walk- 
ing’ stick. 

Draws Pistol on Policemen. 

At the corner of Cherry street they 
held up Christian Williams, a grocery 
clerk, at the point of a pistol. Imme- 
diately after this, Policeman O. O.: 
Milikin arrived on the scene and ar- 
rested both the men. Sol Williams, 
who killed a man at a picnic In Ap- 
pling county about two years ago, 
drew apistol on Milikin, stating that 
he would not be arrested alive. Fora 
the gun and the 
officer sprang on him, subduing him 
after a firece struggle. 

Attack on Jail Feared. 

The men were held in the city jail 
under guerg until this afternoon, 
when they were transferred to the 
county jail, as it is feared by the of- 
ficers that the friends of the men 
might try toe forcibly release them 
from jail. 

They will be tried in police court in 
the morning at 8 o'clock on the 
charges of being drunk and dis- 
orderly, assault and resisting an 
officer. At the trial special precau- 
tions will be taken to preserve order.

Miss Davison’s rel- 
atives having left the building, when 
told that there was no hope of her re- 
gaining consciousness. A few mo- 
ments before her death two comrades 
draped the screen surrounding the cot 
with the fateful colors of the Women’s 
Social and Political union, which she 
made her sensational 
attempt to interfere with the great 
classic of the British turf. 

Miss Davison had evidently expect- 
ed to get in the track at Tottenham 
Corner in. time to intercept and shat- 
ter the field, but was detined'a mo- 
ment by a spectator, who tried to re- 
her. She reached the track 
n time to be struck by the king’s 
horse which was running in the ruck, 

Her Skull Fractured. 

The woman turned a complete som- 
ersault, coming down across the legs 
Jones, who had been left 
prone and unconscious after the fall 
of his mount. She struck on her head, 
and it wag believed at first that her 
thick hair had saved her from more 
than concussion, but a later examina- 
tion showed a fracture of the base of 
the skull. An operation was per- 
formed, but the cas@ was hopeless. 

Migs Davison wgs noted for her 
daring feats in behalf of militancy. 
One of her earliest exploits was to bar- 
ricade herself in a cell and she was 
only subdued with the aid of a fire 
hose. On another occasion she cast 
herself down a flight of stairs in jail 
and was seriously injured. She was

TARIFF REVISION 


Each of Rival Camps Prepar- 
ing to Lay Blame of “In- 
sidious” Campaigns Upon 
Its Opponent. 


LAW WILL BE PASSED 
TO GOVERN LOBBIES 


Measure Requiring Registra- 
tion and Prohibiting Manu- 
facturing of Sentiment in a 
State Is Expected. 


Washington, June 8.—Neither Prest- 
dent Wilson nor the democratic mana- 
gers of the two branches of congress 
could estimate tonight what effect the 
senate’s remarkable “lobby investiga- 
tion” is to have upon the progress of 
the tariff bill, the currency reform 
plan, or other business of congress. 

In the six days of grilling to which 
it has subjected senators themselves, 
the investigating committee has se- 
cured information and opened up chan- 
nels of investigation that are likely to 
have an important influence upon the 
whole course of legislation in the fu- 
ture. President Wilson’s charges that 
“lobby” was en- 
gaged in trying to influence changes 
in the tariff formed the basis for the 
inquiry now under way; but it has run 
far outside the scope of the tariff, ana 
has brought the senate committee up 
to the edge of what is expected to be 


one of the most searching ever con- 
ducted into the question of “legislative 
influences.” 

Issue in Tarif? Fight. 

Progress on the tariff bill has not 
been hindered during the week by the 
lobby investigation; but it is bellevea 
tonight that before the reconstructea 
Underwood bill finally gets into the 
senate for debate the lobby investiga- 
tion will have become a direct isgue in 
the fight. None of the alleged “lobby- 
ists” has been questioned as yet; but 
facts brought out by senators on the 
witness stand, and the course the com- 
mittee has determined upon for the 
future, make it clear that gongress will 
be urged to consider: 

A registration law, 
“lobbyist,” legislative agent, or other 
person who comes to Washington to 
influence legislation, to at once iden- 
tify himself and the interests he rep- 
resents. 

The condemnation, and possible pro- 
hibition, of the present system of 
“manufacturing sentiment” in a state 
to influence that state’s senators or 
representatives upon any i certain 
legislative matter. 

The chief influence of the lobby in- 
quiry upon the present tariff revision 
probably will come in connection with 
the sugar and wool fights, around 
which will wage much of the forth- 
coming tariff debate in the senate. 
Well organized and extensive cam- 
paigns have been shown to exist on 
both sides of the sugar tariff ques- 
tion, and systematic activity by the 
wool] protective forces has been testi- 
fied to by many senators. 

Wilson's Friends Working. 

President Whilson’s friends in the 
senate are gathering materia] as the 
hearings progress to support his 
free sugar stand by an effort to show 
that Louisiana, Hawaiian and Porto 
Rican cane growers and American beet 
sugar manufacturers have exhausted 
all possible means to arouse public 
sentiment against free sugar. Fully 
as vigorous a fight will be made on 
the other side to prove from the 
testimony of the lobby hearings that 
cane sugar refiners, particularly the 
Federal Refining company, have been 
the bone and sinew of the free sugar 
campaign and would be the chief bene. 
ficiaries if President Wilson's recom- 
mendations for free sugar-tn 1916 are 
carrted out. 

Senators have talked freely of their 
ownership of properties or commodfe- 
ties that might be somewhat affected 
by tariff changes. In the majority of 
cases, however, they have insisted 
that such ownership has never in- 
fluenced their votes and that they 
are not concerned personally in any 
items of the. present tariff law. 

From the attitude of members of 
the senate committee, it is believed no 
recommendation will be made against 
senators voting upon schedulew of the 
tariff that might affect their interests. 
Such a prohibition would affect many 
members, on one or more items. Sen- 
ators by the dozen heave testified to 
ownership of farms and newspapers, 
and in lesser numbers to interests in 
lumber, coal, paper-making, cil, cat- 
tle, wood and manufacturing enter- 
prises. 

The lobby investigation will be re- 
sumed early tgmorrow, with the ques- 
tioning of the remaining senators.

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A MUNICIPAL VANDAL. 


The cyclorama of the battle of Atlanta, 
valued at $100,000 from the money stand- 
point, and worth many times that from the 
standpoint of sentiment and association, is 
threatened with decay and destruction by 
the stingy municipal under which 
the city of Atlanta operates. The cyclorama 
offers, of course, merely an instance of the 
penuriousness and lack of vision apparent 
in most municipal channels. It is espe- 
Cially distressing in this case, for it is 
doubtful if any other American city pos- 
Besses so unique an asset, a panoramic 
document of one of the most spectacular 
crises in the history of Atlanta and one of 
the famous battles of the war between the 
states.

The 
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WESTON, THE GREAT. 

An age that is in danger of losing its 
legs to the automobile and the trolley may 
well be thankful for the lesson of Edward 
Payson Weston. Weston is 74 years of age, 
that stage in life when the average one of 
our citizens curls up by the fire and falls 
on his anecdotage. Weston has set out on 
another long hike, this time from New York 
to Milwaukee. The distance is approxi- 
mately 1,500 miles, and in some places the 
roads are worse than abominable. The an- 
cient pedestrian’s transcontinental tramp of 
a few years ago is still fresh in the public 
memory. The country followed his every 
step and at both ends of his journey and 
all along the route he was the recipient of 
uproarious ovations. 

The passion of Weston for long hikes 


has two morals: The value of the life out- 
of-doors and the therapeutic value of exer- 
cise which people, city folk especially, are 
too apt to discount. The reason the aver- 
age man of Weston’s age would be stalled 
if, he tried to walk to the county line is that 
he has systematically neglected the bust- 
ness of keeping the human machine in 
smooth running order. Heredity and over- 
feeding have, of course, something to do 
with it. But both of those quantities could 
be in a way neutralized by sensible and 
regular exercise. 

In other words, Weston’s example teaches 
us how to grow old gracefully and vigor- 
ously. He hasn’t discovered the fountain of 
youth, but he has found a mighty good sub- 
stitute, and one that is at the disposal of 
any man, woman or child in the nation. 


COOLING TIME FOR NATIONS. 


A dramatically effective but actually un- 
availing development of Secretary Bryan’s 
plan for world-peace is that Japan has noti- 
fied the state department she is receptive 
to the general principle. Italy, Great Bri- 
tain, France, Brazil, Sweden, Norway, Peru 
and Russia report the same attitude. With 
this as a beginning, President Wilson and 
Mr. Bryan hope gradually to work toward a 
general materialization of the plan. Since a 
year or two would be consumed in prelimi- 
nary negotiations, the forward status of the 
propaganda would have no influence upon 
the immediate crises between this country 
and Japan. It would, however, be helpful in 
future contingencies. 

The Bryan proposa! is involved in a 
good many details, but its cardinal feature 
is a simple one, being nothing less than 
peace by force of publicity. The nations 
entering the compact would agree not to 
begin any war until the dispute at issue had 
first been investigated by an unbiased com- 
mission. To save either party the embar- 
rassment of taking the initiative looking to- 
ward such an investigation, the commission 
in question would take steps of its own 
volition. The verdict would not, of course, 
be binding upon the contestants, who could 
disregard it and proceed with hostilities. 
The arrangement reminds one somewhat of 
the Canadian law which forbids an indus- 
trial strike or lockout until a standing gov- 
ernment commission has probed the quarrel 
and made public its findings. Secretary 
Bryan probably got his idea from this 
source. 

In any event, the course he proposes is 
a commendable one. Perhaps its most 
effectual feature is that it will provide hos- 
tile nations with plenty of time to delib- 
before entering upon war. Laws of 
countries recognize the element of 
“cooling time” in their attitude toward 
crime... An aggrieved individual cannot 
plead provocation as an all-sufficient excuse 
for violence if he has had opportunity to 
off’ after receiving news of the af- 
or after. having experienced it per-

The Bryan scheme is nothing mo pre- 
tentious than cooling time for nations. 
While commissioners are invesiigating the 
impending row, the jingoes, the hotheads 
and the fire-eaters in either nation will have 
exhausted their appeal and the sober second 
thought of the country will have had a 
chance to regain the ascendency. An ad- 
ditional advantage is that the causes of 
quarrel will be published to the world. The 
nation that is bent upon levying war purely 
for. purposes of greed, extortion or aggran- 
dizement would find in international 
licity a definite deterrent.

It would not be surprising to see this 
theory worked out in practice by some of 
our more venturesome sister common- 
Administration of states in Amer- 
ica is about as unsatisfactory as adminis- 
tration of municipalities, and the latter has 
been bad enough to make the demand for 
commission rule common in this country.

The idea will, however, be slow in mak- 
ing general headway. Americans are at 
bottom a conservative people. We talk a 
deal about “progressivism” and _ in- 
politicians make a lot of capital 
out of perversion of the word. But track 
back the history of the nation and vou 
will find that seldom have great or funda- 
mental changes materialized over-night. At 
the very beginning, it required several years 
of oppression on part of Great Britain and 
of deliberation on part of the colonies to 
bring about the war of the revolution. The 
civil war, with its decision of mighty is- 
sues, was decades in brewing. For half a 
century we have been resentful of high 
tariff protection in America and yet we 
are just commencing now -to enter upon 
genuine Our people generally 
look before they leap, and even in face of 
the weakness and ‘inefficiency of many of 
our state governments, they will look a 
long time before they adopt a fundamental 
change.

Man Who Was Responsible for 
Atlanta, Ga.

Although the late Cc. P. Huntington was 4 
man of sufficient original creative forte to 
prevent him from becoming imitative of any- 
body, yet there was probably no man promi- 
nently identified with railroad construction 
who was more generous in his estimate of 
others who had achieved greatly. 

He once said to some friends who were 
anxious to compliment him and who had told 
him that he was the only man in the United 
States who had actually 
created a city and made 
it great in his own 
lifetime: “Why, you 
forget Richard Peters.” 

No one of Mr. Hunt- 
ington'’s friends knew 
who Mr. Peters was. Mr. 
Huntington then  de- 
scribed, practically in 
these words, the per- 
sonality and career of 
Mr. Peters, going so far 
as to say that he had 
been to some extent In- 
spired to undertake the 
work which he did when 
he established a city at 
Newport News by the 
achievement of Richard 
Peters in Georgia: 

“I don’t know how much Richard Peters 
owed to the men who had created the Penn- 
sylvania railroad. He was associated with 
some of them, and it is my impression that 
it is due to that association that he went to 
Georgia a g00d while before the civil war. 
But he would have been a great man any- 
where, no matter whether his lot had been 
cast in California or in Maine. 

“T have been told that Peters was about 
the first of the really strong forces that 
undertook the development of railway sys- 
tems in Georgia. My impression is that at 
first he went to Augusta to undertake the 
building of railways from Augusta into the 
interior of the state. But he could not have 
been very long in Augusta before he real- 
ized what a possible future for the little 
village of Marthasville there might be. 

“There it stood in the center of the state, 
the place fixed upon as the central point from 
which the railroads of Georgia should radi- 
ate. Peters went to Marthasville, I think, 
about the time that James K. Polk, was 
elected president. He did not like the name 
Marthasville. He suggested that in view of 
what he saw of the future of the place, the 
name be changed, and he suggested that the 
village be called Atlanta. I think it would 
be hard to find anywhere in the United 
States a single citizen to whom the creation 
of that great metropolis and railroad center 
was so directly due as it was and is to Rich- 
ard Peters. All that the city now is he 
foresaw. They call it the Gate City, but Y 
like Atlanta best. 

“I have been told that !t was in great 
measure due to the work done by Peters 
that the capital of Georgia was moved from 
Milledgeville to Atlanta. Here is a man who 
put his finger upon an obscure hamlet in the 
center of a great state and said: ‘Here is 
to be your metropolis; here are to be estab- 
lished your great industries; here the rail- 
way systems of Georgia are to concentrate, 
and I will join with you in undertaking to 
accomplish all these things.’ 

“When I chose Newport News as the At- 
lantic terminal] for the system I planned from 
the Pacific to the Atlantic, I did not exercise 
any special wisdom. There was a great and 
safe harbor, and to that point the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio railroad system was natur- 
ally attracted. What other place on the 
Atlantic coast could I have selected? 

“But Peters went into the heart of Geor- 
gia at a time, too, when Augusta and Savan- 
nah were the leading cities of that state 
and seemed likely to remain so, and pointea 
out .the natural advantages which the little 
of Marthasville had for becoming a 
great railroad and commercial center. I 
don't that anybody in the Unitea 
States outside of Atlanta Knows that it was 
to this Pennsylvanian that the name Atlanta 
is due, and that the great city was estab- 
lished upon the site which for years had 
been occupied by an obscure little village.”

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The California Measure. 


Editor Constitution: Governor Johnson, 
of California, is blamed by some for not hav- 
ing vetoed the Japanese measure. Now, the 
express object of the veto power is to pre- 


vent hasty and ill-advised legislation. But 


can a law, which, after due deliberation, 
passed both houses of the legislature by an 
almost unanimous vote be considered hasty 
and ill-advised? If Governor Johnson had 
vetoed this bill he would be acting contrary 
to the expressed will of the vast majority of 
the people, of whom, in spite of the dignity 
of his office, he is only the servant. 

The most uncompromising enemy of 
atate’s rights will admit that the state ought 
to be supreme in matters of purely domestic 
interest. Despite the undue national im- 
portance attached to the Japanese question, 
it is purely domestic, for it touches the two 
most vital domestic relations—the school and 
the home. If these are to be endangered on 
account of a treaty entered into by the 
national government—abrogate the treaty. 

As far as I can see the parallel between 
the negro problem and that which now agi- 
tates California, is most favorable to the 
people of that state, for if the American colo- 
nies hed when the first negroes were brought 
over exercised the same foresight which Calt- 
fornia is now exercising we should have been 
spared from the negro civil 
war and the attendants evils of both.

BLAME BANKER, NOT FARMER. 
FOR THE DANGEROUS SYSTEM 
OF SINGLE-SHOTTING COTTON

“If four years ago the people ef Georgia 
had followed the advice of The Constitution 
and tempered the cultivation of cotton with 
the live stock industry the state would te- 
day be absolutely free of debt and the most 
independent territory of its size in the whole 
world.” 

That is the assertion of W. H. White, Jr., 
president of the White Provision company, 
of Atlanta, owners and operators of the most 
modern packing house in the south. This 
establishment, situated on the Howell Mill 
road, is, Mr. White frankly admits, the out- 
growth of agitation by The Constitution to 
the effect that Georgia was neglecting its 
possibilities in the cattle industry and that 
large fortune awaited the capital courageous 
enough to start the ball rolling. “We 
opened the doors of that packing house to 
the tune of the most pessimistic chorus you 
can imagine,” said Mr. White yesterday. 
“Experienced business men and farmers told 
us we simply could not secure enough cat- 
tle in Georgia and surrounding states to 
keep running. We believed differently. 
We've paid dividends every year, and today 
we're getting five times as many Georgia cat- 
tle and hogs as at the time weopened. It is 
true that these animals are not of the high- 
est class, but the quality is steadily improv- 
ing,and I regard that fact as the final dem- 
onstration of the inestimable value of in- 
telligent publicity. If we experience soon a 
revival of the cattle industry in Georgia on 
a large scale, primary credit will go to the 
initiative and persistence of The Constitu- 
tion.” 

The Man at the Top. 

Mr. White has: taken cognizance of the 
vigorous discussion in The Constitution re- 
garding the penalties and dangers of the all- 
cotton system. He agrees regarding the 
penalties and dangers. He believes, with a 
great many other authorities, that sole re- 
liance on cotton ig impoverishing the soil of 
Georgia and menacing her farmers with in- 
debtedness and threatening to put the brakes 
to business. 

“But,” he says, “we're not shooting from 
taw in trying to find the reason and remedy 
for this condition. It is popular to blame 
the laziness and indifference of the farmers. 
They’re not at fault. Heaven Knows, they 
have a hard enough time of it without being 
called on to shoulder responsibility for the 
folly of a whole state. The bankers are 
the guilty parties. 

“Three years’ work by the bankers would 
rid Georgia forever of the curse Of all-cot- 
ton; it would not decrease the volume, but 
it would improve the quality and price of 
cotton; it would pay this state out of debt 
and it would make Georgia the richest ter- 
ritory of its size in the whole world; we 
would have seen the last of the suicidal 
policy of mortgaging cotrun every year for 
the money to raise cotton and to keep body 
and soul together.” 

How the System Works. 

“The big bankers are, primarily, at fault,” 
continued Mr. White. “‘They finance the small 
country bankers, and what they say in the 
way of establishing a basis of credit goes 
absclutely. What is the condition now? 
The farmer goes to his merchant and asks 
the latter to ‘carry’ him, in other words to 
extend him credit for mules, implements, and 
actual fooa, while he produces his crops. 
The merchant wants to Know how many 
bales of cotton the farmer is going to pro- 
duce. And upun that estimate he gives 
credit. 

“The country bank backs up the merchant 
in this position; it even insists that cotton 
be the collateral. Under this condition, how 
in the world is the farmer to get out of the 
clutches of the one-crop system? It is bow 
down to the merchant or go out of business, 
and without the merchant it is bow down 
to the country banker or go out of business, 
and with the country banker it is bow down 
to the big city banker or go out of busi-

Cattle, the Solution. 

“What is the way out of this endless go- 
round of debt?” Mr. White was asked. , 

“The revival of: the cattle and sheep in- 
dustry,” he answered, “and the co-operation 
of the business men of the state looking to 
that end. We're all in the same boat. By 
pushing the farmer into a corner and thrust- 
ing all-cotton on him, threatening 
to tie up credits and development in every 
other direction. For the basis of prosperity 
for every industry in this state is primarily 
founded on agriculture. We can’t have a 
wealthy business man or city man and a 
poor and debt-shackled farmer—not for long, 
that is. 

“We could get out of this rut that leads 
to embarrassment in three years. How? 

Put Pinchers on Farmer. _ 

“Let the big banker begin by passing the 
word on down the line to the small banker 
and to the country merchant. Then when 
the farmer approaches the country merchant 
for his annual advances let the latter stipu- 
late that he will not advance one cent’s 
credit unless the farmer devotes a portion 
of his time and a part of his acres to cattle- 
Will this require an enlargement 
credits? In cases where the farmer has no 
eattic at all to begin with, and does not 
raise corn or feed stuff, a slight enlargement 
of credit may re necessary. But the thing 
is only going to last three years. We've 
got to ‘carry’ the farmer anyhow. And isn’t 
it better to extend a little more credit, and 
see our way clear in three years, than to 
collide with the wall in the long run by pur- 
suing all cotton?” 

Mr. White explained that the raising of 
cattle would in no wise interfere with cot- 
ton. “There are many idle acres,” he said, 
“on which cattle can be grazed, certainly 
four or five head to the small farmer. Where 
the farmer saves his cotton seed meal, raises 
corn and owns two or three cows, the cost 
of ‘carrying’ him would be negligible. It 
would cost a little more to start in business 
the man who carried folly so far 4s to have 
no cattle at all, to sell his cotton seed and 
to buy all his corn. 

Getting Out of Debt. 

“At present we have in Georgia only scrub 
stock cows. But if you breed a high-grade 
bull to these, you will get a good grade of 
beef cattle, ard an animal that can, too, be 
used for combination, or dairy purposes. 
Now, it takes time to develop a cattie in- 
dustry. Let the small farmer start with a 
cow or two, and let him have access to a 
thcroughbred bull. When that cow calves, 
he has a product that is worth $10 and not 
worth $1.50 or less, as at present. Bear in 
mind. that if the farmer has been thrifty, 
he has been able to feed that cow through 
the winter on almost nothing. In the spring, 
she goes to the pasture. 

“With the coming of fall he has a well-

White, “of the enormous other benefits in 
this business. For as we develop a cattle 
industry, we grow more corn and hay. That 
means that we Keep at home not only the 
vast sums sent away to the west for beef, 
but also for feedstuffs. The thing works at 
many angles.

State-Wide Organization. 

“But cattle-raising cannot be accomplish- 
ed without co-operdtion, especially where 
Georgia has gone so far in the other direc- 
tion. I favor a state-wide organization of 
bankers and business men, commited to the 
revival of the industry. There should be 
allied county organizations. 

“Each one of these county organizations 
should have at their disposal, say, six high- 
grade bulls. Service should be rated at $1. 
That would not only pay for the maintenance 
of the sire, but eventually pay for his first 
cost. 

“I estimate that within three years beef 
and sheep-raising on a tremendous scale 
would be established in Georgia, the acres 
would be given, through natural fertilizer, 
another source of enrichment and protection 
against stripping them of their fertility, 
huge sums would be kept at home, debt a 
thing of the past and independence the 
universal characteristic. 

“Isn't it time to stop chewing the rag 
about this specter that confronts us and 
get busy with action?’ 


Ponderous Personages 


ALEXANDER HAMILTON 


By GEORGE FITCH 
Author of “At Good Old Siwash’’

Alexander Hamilton, one of the largest- 
sized young men in history, was born in 
the West Indies, January 11, 1757. 

For twelve years Hamilton lived like 
other boys and suffered the indignity of 
being patronized and ordered around by 
grown-ups. Then his father failed in bust- 
ness, and he went into a store to earn his 
living. In a year or two he was managing 
the store. 

Hamilton made a great success in busi- 
ness, and in his spare moments he wrote up 
a cyclone for the local paper so brilliantly 
that his neighbors clubbed together and sent 
him to New York to college. On just such 
little points history balances. If they had 
sent him to England the United States might 
have been sold off for junk over 100 years 
ago. 

Hamilton entered King’s college, now 
Columbia university, at 17, and a few months 
later was making speeches urging the colon- 
ists to rise and swat the tyrants. At 18 he 
had a wide reputation as a writer of political 
pamphlets. At 19 he was a captain of artil- 
lery in the revolution. At 24, a veteran of 
the late war, he began to manage the new 
fledged republic. 

Hamilton served in the continental con- 
gress the next year, and soon after called a 
general constitutional convention to save 
the country. When the constitution was 
adopted he wrote essays on it for The Feder- 
alist, and people used to gq three blocks to 
meet the postman on thé day the paper 
came out. He became secretary of the treas- 
ury which at this time had a few counterfeit 
dollars and some old porous plasters in it, 
and in a few years he filled that treasury so 
full that it has never been empty since. Be- 
fore he was 35 he declined to become chief 
justice, and retired to a well-earned rest. 

Hamilton never. became president, but 
enjoyed himself making presidents and then 
standing in the wings and prompting them. 
He helped Washington through two terma, 
and then suggested that Adams be elected. 
Adams then proceeded to Taftize all of Ham- 
ilton’s friends in the government and during 
the next election, without Hamilton's help, 
he ran like a stene dog set in concrete. Jef- 
ferson and Burr tied for the presidency, and 
Hamilton persuaded congress to elect Jef- 
ferson. 


“Urging the colonists to rise and swat the 
tyrants.”’ 
Burr never forgave this, and after Hamil- 


ton had helped defeat him for the governor- 
ship of New York, Burr challenged him to @ 
duel. It was fought at Weehawken, and 
Burr got his revenge. 

Hamilton was 47 years old when he died. 
He had fought in one war, staved off two 
others, organized a republic, financed it and 
had elected three presidents. Still there are 
people who believe that young men should 
be seen and not heard.

DIFFERENCES ARISE

Secretary McAdoo and Congres- 
sional Leaders Differ as to 
Plans for Reform.

Washington, June 8.—While the fun- 
damental principles of an administra- 
tion currency bill have been agreed 
upon, there are essential differences, 
it developed today, between Secretary 
McAdoo and congressional leaders, as 
to new issues of currency. These 
relate primarily, it is said, to the ques- 
tion whether the government should 
issue all the paper money or whether 
the proposed reserve associations 
should be authorized to issue notes in 
place of present national bank notes, 
permitting all of the present issues of 
United States currency to stand as at 
present. The obstacles, it is declared, 
are by no means insuperable and an 
effort will be made to compose the 
differences this week. 

Secretary McAdoo's tentative sugges- 
tions, it is understood, would have the 
government issue all currency. He 
would retire the present issue of gold 
certificates, amounting to $1,079,000,000 
and national bank notes amounting to 
$750,000,000. He would make al! of, 
the paper money “United States notes” 
maintaining the present issue of such 
notes and replacing the gold certifictes 
and national bank notes by an in- 
creased number of United States notes. 
Back of these notes would be gold, 
based on a certain percentage of the 
issue which has not yet been deter- 
mined. 

Chairman Glass, of the house bank- 
ing and currency committee, on the 
other hand, it is said, would not dis- 
turb the present issues of gold certif- 
icatesS or any other United States notes, 
but would gradually retire the nation- 
al bank notes and permit the reserve 
associations to issue currency, based 
upon the assets of the membership 
banks to take the place of the national 
bank notes. 

Secretary McAdoo’s plan is designed 
to permit greater participation of the 
federal government in the operations 
of the reserve asSociationg than other 
suggestions proposed. Under his 
plan, there would be about fifteen re- 
gional reserve associations with'a sub- 
treasury of the United States in charge 
of each, and a central bureau in the 
treasury department at Washington, 
whose members would be apesointed 
largely by the president. Under oth- 
er plans the voice of the banks would 
be greater in the management of.the 
reserve associations and there would 
be a central commission in Washing- 
ton upon which the banks would be 
largely represented. 

All Schemes of reform would pro- 
vide for elasticity ®y permitting the 
proposed reserve associations to re- 
discount commercial paper.

Washington, June 8.—-While the fun- 
damental principles of an administra- 
tion currency bill have been agreed 
upon, there are essential differences, 
it developed today, between Secretary 
McAdoo and congressional leaders, as 
to new isS8ues of currency. These 
relate primarily, it is said, to the ques- 
tion whether the government should 
issue all the paper money or whether 
the proposed reserve associations 
should be authorized to iSsue notes in 
place of present national bank notes, 
permitting all of the. present issues of 
United States currency to stand as at 
present. The obstacles, it is declared, 
are by no means insuperable and an 
effort will be madé to compose the 
differences this week. 

Secretary McAdoo’s tentative sugges- 
tions,.it is understood, would have the 
government issue all currency. He 
would retire the present issue of gold 
certificates, amounting to $1,079,000,000 
and national bank notes amounting to 
$750,000,000. He would make al! of 
the paper money “United States notes” 
maintaining the present issue of such 
notes and replacing the gold certificteg 
and national bank notes by an in- 
creased number of United States notes.

GOOD TOOLS, 

The up-to-date, skillful workman— 
whether carpenter, blacksmith, jeweler 
or dentist—thoroughly recognizes the 
importance of using unly the best of 
tools and keeping them in the best 
possible condition. He will know that 
perfect work, and the greatest amount 
of work, in a given time, and with the 
tmallest amount of physical effort, mav 
be accomplished only by using the best 
tools obtainable. And not only should 
the tools be the best of their kind, 
but they must be kept in good order. 
The carpenter wants a good jackplane, 
a go00d saw and a well-balanced ham- 
mer; the barber insists on having the 
best razors and shears that he can 
find, and often prides himself on his 
skill in selecting, and he never serves 
a customer without assuring himself 
that his tools are in perfect order. 

But many a fairly good farmer, ard 
all the poor ones, seem to think that 
dul. w:nort rusty plowshares, we-d- 
ing hoes, etc., are good cnough to dig 
in the ground with. Why this is so I 
do not know, un ess it be hbecaus« of a 
very false sense of economy. False, be- 
cavee every man knows, or ought to 
know, that a day’s work of geod wuan- 
tity and good quality cannot be a-- 
corplished by means of poor tools, or 
gcod tools in poor condition. The cel- 
ebrated David Dickson, of Hancock 
county, tne foremost farmer of his day 
ard generation (although not entirely 
free from errors in practice), use@ to 
say that he found ‘t profitable to keep 
an old flat file in the field and require 
each hoe-hand tu whet the blade of his 
hoe at the end of every round. He also 
was particular in requiring every 
plowshare, as well as every hand hoe, 
to be absolutely clean of dirt when put 
away at night or for a longer or 
shorter period of disuse. A box of 
axle grease is very handy from which 
to smear the polished face of a tool 
that is not to be used for some time 
and this should always be insisted on 
A very greasy rag is convenient, and 
a coarse brush and a Httle white lead 
anc oll is good when a period of sev- 
cral months of disussa is to ensue. 

Facilities for sharpening tools quick- 
ly and effectively should be found on 
every farm. The old-style grindstone, 
even in its often lop-sided and wobbly 
condition, {s much better than noth- 
ing, but vastly inferior to the modern, 
geared-up emery wheel sharpening ma- 
chines, or still better, a carborundun 
wheel which may be had at from $2 
to $10 each. With even a $3 machine 
of this kind a man can hold an ax or 
plows (off the stock) or a weeding 
hee, with one hand, turn the machine 
with the other and sharpen it in a few 
minutes to a keen cutting edge

BAD MILK. 

Ss. F. Dunaway, Thomson, Ga.—I have 
acow about 6 years old and she has 
her fourth calf now. which is 5 months 
old. Her milk is bad. I have given 
her all the salt she wants, and als” 
soda, which I have heard is good. I 
Keep her tied on wire grass beds and 
clover through the dav (a very large 
range), and at night she is in a new 
pen, Kinder on a hillside, and fed her 
on cotton seed with corn or cotton 
seed meal twice a day: then once a da 
then stopped giving her the seen and 
gave corn meal and salt-—a small por 
tlon—and shucks. The milk seems to 
be all right when first milked (she 
gives about three gallons a day); then 
it clabbers, and just as soon as it is 
Clabbered a whev that looks just like 
water is under the cream, and has an 
odd scent. The butter is hard to gather 
and the milk sticks to the bottom of 
the vessel and the clabber and butter- 
milk also. The vessels are. washed in 
warm soapy water and then scalded. 
The buttermilk is almost as thick as 
the clabber after a good portion of 
water has been added. 

Answer—I can only repeat what lI! 
wrote in reply to a similar inquiry in 
the issue of June 3, as follows: 

In nine cases out of ten such troubles 
with milk are caused by bad or unde- 
strable bacteria getting into the milk, 
either in the stable or place where the 
cow is milked, or in the vessels used 

milking or in handling and churn.- 

or in the room where the milk is 

‘ed to ripen. Sometimes the cow's 
udcer becomes Infected with such bac, 
rial germs from wading in marshes, 
etc, 

Clean up all the above places, uten- 
sils and shelving, using in the stall 
whitewash made with quicklime and 


water, with 5 per cent of carbolic acid 
in it. Scald the vessels, pans, churns, 
ete., with bolling water. The milker 
should have on clean clothes and clean 
hands. 

As soon as the milk is strained stir 
into it half-pint of nice, fresh butter- 
milk procured from a neighbor who 
has no gpch trouble. Give the good 
bacteria the start by means of the 
buttermilk and all will probably come 
right. Also change the feed, leaving 
off the cotton seed meal for a week or 
two. 

I may add that the fact that the 
milk looks all right when first milked, 
and the further fact that the cow her- 
self seems to be healthy, are pretty 
gcod proofs that something happens to 
the milk on the way from the cow to 
the churn. It may be that the milkman 
may pde at fault (certainly not a wom- 
an).

DIARRHOEA OF COW, 


G. V. Phillips, Landrum, 8. C.—My 
cow has been sick about a week. She 
is not down, helpless, but sick. The 
first notice of it was she refused her 
feed when turned into barn from pas- 
ture, and did so for two or three days, 
and began failing in her milk. Satur- 
day last, from this date, I noticed her 
bowels acting and they were loose and 
mushy. The day following, when her 
bowels would act, it would squirt from 
her five or six feet, and went on that 
way until Monday, when nothing but 
black water would come from her, 
though her bowels only acted occasion- 
ally. I gave her some red oak Dark 
tea, about three gills, for about two 
days. I also gave her about an ounce 
of milk of bismuth. I first gave half a 
pint castor oil. Now she Is getting a 
little hungry and thirsty. I have her 
in stall and give her a little dry fodder, 
as she will eat it. 

Answer—tIn a maioritv of cases of 
diarrhoea, the cause is some irregu- 
larity in feeding, bad water, marshy 
grass, too much green food when not 
accustomed to It, etc. 

The bowels then endeavor to rid 
themselves of such Irritant materials 
and should, if necessary, be aided by a 
gentle aperient, say 1 1-2 to 2 pints of 
raw linseed oil and 2 teaspoonfuls of 
fluid extract of bella donna atione dose. 
If this does not stop the diarrhoea after 
its operation is over give dram of 
powdered opium and dram of cam- 
phor, and repeat in four hours (tf nec- 
essary. Sometimes 1 tablespoonful each 
of ginger, gentian and chalk everv 
three hours will stop it—to be given 
in a quart of starch gruel. The bDis- 
muth and the oak bark were all right, 
tut the dose of castor oil. was rather 
scant. As I understand you, however, 
your cow has passed the acute stage 
and now needs only to He carefully 
fed on g00d shelled oats and choice 
selected hay for several days I would 
ston cotton seed products for a week 
or two. 


HOG CHOLERA, PROBABLY. 

“4 Small Farmer,” Natchez, Miss.——TI 
had a very fine hog to die a few days 
azo, and I would kindly ask if you 
could tell me what was the matter 
with him, from my description. For 
several days, or I might say two weeks, 
he seemed to be a little drowsy, but 
would eat all his food. I thought he 
was lazy. I had a lot of them on three 
or four acres to roam over. As the 
cholera was in the neighborhood, not 
over a quarter of a mile away. I had 
him inoculated with cholera serum. He 
immediately began to get worse. His 
bowels would not act. After two or 
three days on plenty of purgatives I[ 
finally got an action, at first hard, then 
very black and offensive. He 
showed only two signs of cholera—- 
weak in the hind legs, and the last two 
or three days he would root as though 
hunting a cool place, and lie dow? 
in the hole he tried to make. Would 
riove around a great deal,tand when 
standing would put his snout in the 
dirt Eat nothing the last two days. 
Fed him on bran, shorts, cabbage, let- 
tuce and un to two weeks before he 
died. a little corn night and morning. 
When inoculated he had fever 106, and 
continued to grow worse; breathed 
hard and grunted when laying down. 
Hiave two large sows treated at the 
same time, and they seem to be per- 
fectly well. They ran in the pasture 
with him He was a pure-bred Poland 
pounds. He dated six davs after being 
China, 23 months old and weighed 350 
treated. 

Answer—I am not able to say with 
any corfidence what was the ailment 
of which the boar died, but I suspect 
that it was cholera and that the serum 
given him had only the effect of ace- 
‘elerating the progress of that disease, 
having been administered too late to be 
effective in curing (preventing).

WATERMELONS. 

. le Harrell, Middieton, Miss.—I 
want to plant a late watermelon. 
When would be the best time to plant 


LATE 


in order to strike the market best? 
And what kind of melons would be 
best? How would you prepare the 
soil that grew cowpeas last year? This 
is piney woods upland and I middle 
bursted about two weeks ago. Would 
you break it deep and harrow it? I 
have a small amount of barn manure. 
What and how much other fertilizer 
would be best to use? Will nitrate of 
soda pay? I want to raise these for 
home town market. 

Answer—Not knowing the customs 
or habits of your people who raise 
watermelons, nor’ of those who con- 
sume them, I am not prepared to ad- 
vise as to the “best time to plant in 
order to strike the market.” I suggest, 
however, that you would probably hit 
the home market if you will plant 
about one month’ to six weeks later 
than the date at which your growers 
who produce for the early home mar- 
ket. 

There ig no special method of pre- 
paration of land. If the land to be 
planted is not occupied with other 
crops in the early spring I would plow 
it, commencing when grass first comes 
up, after every coat of grass comes 
up until time set for planting. Then 
harrow well, lay off 10x12 feet, scoop 
out a broad hole at each intersection, 
throwing the subsoil away and filling 
with top soil and manure, or fertilizer, 
or both: mix all together well and plant 
in the broad, flat bed. I think I would 
Plant Kleckly Sweet, Jones (very 


large) and Branch’'s Rattlesnake (M. L 
Branch, Berzelia). 

There is no better manure for mel- 
ons than thoroughly rotted stable ma- 
nure, as a baSis. Use formula No. $ 
(enclosed), several hundred pounds per 
acre, or about one pound, more or less, 
per hill. I would leave out some of 
the nitrate of soda and apply as a top- 
dressing about twice.
